FRANCE AND MEXICO 


Ownership of Clipperton 
Soon to Be Decided. 


Italy Will Actas Arbitrator in 


Settling Question of Owner- 
ship---Island May Be Factor 
in Naval Operations. 


Washington, August 22.—The possi 
bility of a final decision as to the 
ownership of Clipperton Island in the 
Pacific ocean,*arouses considerable in- 
terest here in view of the expected 
completion of the Panama canal by 
1915. 

The island is in dispute between 
France and Mexico. The Italian gOV- 
ermment has indicated its willingness 
to act as arbitrator - in settling the 
question, Should.the arbitration be de- 
cided favorably to France it would 
mean simply another station in the 
line of that government's possession 
around the world and’ might become an 
important factor in military and naval 
Operations of the future. It wouldaf- 
ford an intermediate stopping place or 
coaling station on the route between 


four Pacific coast forts and the Tahiti 


islands, which are numbered among the 
French possessions in the east. 

The island lies six hundred and sev- 
enty miles southwest of the harbor of 
Acapulco, Mexico. 

The island is tn a very dangerous, low 
lagoon about two miles in diameter 
and navigators are advised to approach 
it with great caution. 

France claims the island not only 
the ground of discovery 6f a French 
captain two centuries ago, but also 
On that of the taking of formal pos- 
session by a French naval officer sent 
out for the purpose in 1858. Mexico 
had exercised. some authority over the 
Phosphate industry and at one time 
ouste@d an American company from the 
island, although it does not appear 
just on what grounds her contentions 
of ownership rest.

When present speed records have been smashed into more pieces than 
the bull made in the china shop, speculation will still be rife as to possible 
speed limits. 

Moralizing upon the danger of the mad effort for more speed, and 
even the presence of mangled death upon the race course, is no deterrent to 
the competition which seeks to cut another second from the mile or ten-mile 
record. 

Racing upon the Indianapolis track to excel what others have done, 
Bourque and Holcomb are whisked to eternity; the next day Strang and 
Zengel throw a little more gasoline into their engines, coaxing from them 
a few more piston strokes to the minute, and reach the goal with new apesd 
achievements to their credit. 

What is the speed limit? 

If that question were answered it would bring an end to the mad com- 
petition; it is the mystery, the unknown about it that keeps up the struggle 
toward attainment in the face of broken bone and marglied body. 

Upon the automobile race course life is put in the balance against « 
second clipped from the fastest recorded time. 

But the speed lottery will have its thousands of cevotees until some 
cataclysmic convulsion turns human nature topsy-turvy, and makes it what 
now it is not. 

This is just as true as the fact that the Fuller law is not going to keep 
whisky altogether out of Alabama. 

Strang made a hundred miles in less than 93 minutes; Zengel ran ten 
in 8:23; new records which mean new work There will be new ma- 
chines built and other men found to man them, Ded cut those records to 90 
and 8, and even less. 

Nor will the race stop there, no matter how many are killed in the 
effort. 

It is the ep tome of the national spirit that builds battleships \;ith im- 
penetrable armor, then goes to work to make guns to pierce it. 

So, although in the nature of things there is a limit somewhere to the 
speed that tiay be attained by the ingenuity of man, the probability is it 
will never be finally and definitely reached. 

To what extent air machines may reduce it is an interesting problem 
of the future. But as the limit is approached it wil: be by smaller and 
smaller divisions of time, remaining always the unattaixable. ‘ 

And while it is unattainable, men will strive for it, no matter what the 
toll it exacts of life or limb. 


SANE TREATMENT FOR THE CRIMINAL. 


Parole for life convicts who give substantial evidence of reformation 
was the keynote of discussions at the recent annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Prison Association at Seattle. ‘ 

The idea underlying this humane method is gradually gaining firmer 
hold on the theory and practice of criminology and penology in America. 

Time was, not a very remote date at that, when thc prevailing concep- 
tion of “justice’’ was one of unrelenting severity. Punishment, suffering, 
not reclamation or readjustment, were assumed to be the moving motive in 
the administration of our criminal courts and penitentiariés. 

Enlightenment is overtaking our attitude toward the outlaw, as it is 
already dominating our treatment of the lunatic. No cne dreams.nowadays 
of torturing the insane individual as for a moral offense, and it is inevita- 
ble that a parallel change should color our viewpoimt with regard to the 
criminal. 

A modest estimate would place the reclaimable tumber of law-breakers 
at fully 10 per cent, with the ratio steadily ascending as the age of the of- 
fendér decreases. 

The spirit animating the gradual shifting of meth-d is not one of an 
entirely humanitarian nature. Society-at-large is rebelling against the cug- 
menting cost of maintaining penitentiaries, and seeing how much easier and 
more sensible is the plan that, by discreet reformative procedure, makes 
the curable criminal a contributor to, not a drain upon, the community. 

Gombined with an increasing penttration in our moral education poli- 
cies must come the general conviction that the desirable end of our criminal 
machinery is not, retribution, so much as rehabilitation.

Washington, August 22.—First get 
rid of the parasite causing the “hook 


worm” disease; then attention should 
be directed to treating the patient af- 


_ flicted with the malady. 


This is the advice given to physi- 
cians and others for the treatment of 
“lazy” disease by Dr. 
Chas. Stiles, whief of the di- 
vision of zoology, hygienic laboratory, 
public health and marine hospital! ser- 
vice in today’s issue of the bulletin 
of that service. He shows the mistake 
of first treating the patient and af- 
terwards the parasite. 

For several years Dr. Stiles has de- 
voted his attention to investigating 
the hook worm disease, particularly 
as affecting the southern states, where 
it was found to be quite prevalent.

It is, therefore, he 
says, frequently expedient to conduct 
the treatment Saturday evening and 
Sunday morning. 

“Notwithstanding that primarily 
are to treat the parasite, not patient,” 
savs Dr. Stiles, “it should be remem- 
bered that if too great a quantity of 
thymol is absorbed by the patient, 
alarming symptoms and even death 
may occur. Accordingly, the patient 
and the patient's family should‘ be 
carefully warned not to permit the 
patient under any circumstances to 
have on the Sunday during which the 
treatment is given, any food or drink’ 
containing alcohol, fats, or oll. Pat- 
ent medicines should be mentioned in: 
partioular, because of the 
many of them contain, and even milk 
and butter should be forbidden.”

defense, asserting that he fired the 
shot after wrenching the weapon from 
Bowen's hand as Bowen was in the 
act of shooting him. The jury was 
unable to agree and a mistrial was 
ordered by Judge C. H. Brand, presid- 
ing, and Thomason was remanded to 
jail, where he hed been confined from: 
the time of the killing. Subsequently 
Thomason Was arraigned the second 
time, and after a hard, strenuous bat- 
tle ‘was acquitted. 

A feature of the trial was the fact 
that eleven and not twelve men made 
the jury which brought in the ver- 
dict of not gullty. 

The eleven-men jury was occasioned 
by the depletion of the Hst of tenta- 
tive jurors summoned by the sheriff, 
when the eleventh juror was accepted. 
Securing the twelfth man meant serv- 
ice upon another group of Walton's 
yeomanry, and naturally a delay in 
reaching the investigation. To avoid 
that delay, it was agreed by both state 
and prisoner that eleven men were 
enough, and the trial of Olin M. Thom- 
ason for his life was opened. 
Prisoner Enters Plea of Self-Defense. 
_ During the trial the jury was told 
that Thomason was connected with the 
Walton Trading Company, while Bowen 
owned and operated a livery stable in 
Monroe. Supporting his plea of self- 
defense, the prisoner told the jury that 
immediately before the shooting he and 
Bowen had had trouble in a barn in 
the rear of the Walton Trading Com- 
pany’s store, and that Bowen had 
threatened to kill him. He then traced 
himself and Bowen from the barn to 
the store, in front of which the kflling 
occurred, and in describing the trag- 
edy itself, asserted that he had wrench- 
ed Bowen's pistol from his hands to 
keep Bowen from shootine him, and, 
in fear of his own life, fired the shot 
which killed his life-long friend. 

Sustaining his story, Thomason pre- 
sented as witnesses Alvin Evans, R. 
W. Hunt, Dink Towler, residents of 
that section, but not citizens of Mon- 
roe, and G. W. Durden, of Monroe, a 
successful merchant and business man, 
and a brother-in-law of the prisoner, 
he and Thomason *having married sis- 
ters. Troy Thomason, a brother of the 
slayér, also went on the witness stand. 

Evans, Hunt and Towler told the 
jury they had seen the trouble be- 
tween Thomason and Bowen from its 
incipiency in the barn up to the ac- 
tual killing. And in their recitals they 
described most interestingly the battle 
for possession of the pistol in the 
store, and painted graphically the death 
scene, showing how Thomason secured 
the weapon, how Bowen backed away, 
how Thomason pulled the trigger and 
how Bowen went down in a heap upon 
the sidewalk with a bullet through his 
heart. The stories bv the witnesses 
were not exactly alike, but likeness 
was close enough to arouse a suspicion 
in the minds of some that that evi- 
dence had been made to order. Evans, 
Hunt and Towler asserted that when 
they came to the barn in the rear of 
the store Bowen and Thomason were 
quarreling and that Bowen backed 
Thomason against the wall of the barn 
and then threw him upon the floor, at 
the same time threatening to kill with 
a pistol he flourished in front of Thom- 
ason. And when the men reached the 
store the scuffle for the pistol was 
described and the actual shooting re- 
lated, 

But in telling of that struggle for 
that weapon the witnesses produced 
grounds which subsequently brought 
about their undoing. 

By their story, a midget, figuratively 
speaking. proved a better man phys- 
ically than a giant. 

Thomason is a small man. Five feet 
six or seven inches would indicate his 
height, while 150 pounds would prove 
about his weight. Bowen was a much 
larger man in every way, and was a 
trained athlete whose prowess, phys- 
ically, was well known throughout that 
section. Thomason’s feat in wresting 
the pistol from Bowen appeared im- 
possible to those who knew both men. 

False Swearing Is Suspected. 

After Thomason’s mistrial he was 
not allowed bail, notwithstanding the 
fact that he could have made a safe 
bond, and the case did not dron out 
of sight. Wherever people collected 
the story was discussed, and the in- 
teresting point in these discussions was 
not the subsequent acquittal of Thom- 
ason, but the testimony which pro- 
duced that acquittal. At first it was 
a feeling of dissatisfaction. Not with 
the verdict which released Thomason, 
but with the testimony bringing about 
that verdict. Gradually that dissat- 
isfaction grew. Then rumors, indicat- 
ing that there might have been false 
swearing fn the case, became current. 

The good people of old Walton could 
stand for the acquittal of a man who 
had dyed his hands in the blood of a 
fellowman. 

But they couldn’f and wouldn't stand 
for pérjured testimony. 

Quickly, perjury loomed up in that 
section as one of the basest of crimes 
—a crime more abhorrent, possibly, 
than murder itself. 

And to clear the name of Walton 
the people got busy. It wasn't a man 
here and there who demanded a clear- 
ance card. From all parts of the coun- 
ty came thecry. The friends of Thom- 
son Were equally zealous with the 
friends of Thomason’s victim in de- 
manding a close, careful, complete and 
thorough investigation. The murder 
trial wag a closed incident. But were 
there perjurers in that county stalking 
about, ready and willing at any time 
to blacken the clear name of a go00d 
citizen by reciting a false story? If so, 
that condition should be disclosed and 
forever blotted out. 

Hon, Clifford Walker had become so- 
licitor general of that circuit. Like his 
predeossor, he recognized the necessity 
of a complete and impartial inquiry 
and he got busy. 

“If there has been perjury in that 
case,”” he said, “it must be found and 
the parties guilty must suffer. The 
home of my childhood, of my friends 
and of my parents demand this. If 
there has been no perjury, Jt is then due 
the people suspected as well as the 
county that all these rumors be set 
aside.” 

Along with the solicitor in demanding 
a complete and speedy inquiry were 
the attorneys who had acted for Thom- 
ason when he was che-ged with m- 
der. Ef there had been perjury they 
wanted the guilty parties brought be- 
fore the bar and punished, and every 
aid in théir power they éxtended the 
solicitor. Judge Brand, of that judicial 
circuit, was asked to convene court in 
special session, but he declined, be- 
cause of the farmers’ work, 
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In the meantime Solicitor Walker got 
busy. It didn’t take him long to satis- 
fy himself that neither Hunt, Evans, 
nor Towler was in.town on the day of |

Without a blush | 
they told the solicitor that they had 
sworn falsely and into a jail cell they 
were hustled Towler, however, gave 
a bond in the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

At the February term of the superior, 
court the three men were indicted for | 
perjury and in May Judge Brand held ' 
@ special term of court to dispose of the | 
eases against Hunt and Evans, th 
having expressed a desire and a deter. 
mination to enter pleas of guilty to the 
charge named in the indictghents-——per- 
jury. When arraigned they declined 
legal aid and entered pleas of guilty. 
Judge Hrand sentenced each to four 
years in the penitentiary and within a 
few days they were doing time in the 
Fulton county chaingang. 

Before leaving Monroe for the peni- 
tentiary both Evans and Hunt did 
some talking, the essence of which in- 
dicated that they had been hired ‘to 
swear on the Thomason murder trial as 
they had sworn. Both admitted they 
were not in Monroe on the day of the 
killing and, of course, did not see the 
killing, which they told the jury was 
done by Thomason in_ self-defense. 
Solicitor Walker hawkshawed again and 
discovered that Evans and Hunt had 
told the truth when they asserted they 
were bribed to swear falsely. Then 
it was that Judge Brand was asked to 
held that special term of court. But 
it was cropping time and the jydge 
believing that justice could be sub- 
served at the August term declined to 
make the call. 

Monday last the Walton’ superior 
court convened Solicitor Walker had 
not been idle, and when the grand jury 
convened many people of the county 
were surprised when Sheriff Smith and 
Deputy Stark entered the court house 
with Hunt and Evans between thein. 
Judge Brand had written Governor 
Brown asking that the prisoners be 
allowed to leave the convict camp long 
enough to relate their story to the 
grand jury. To that grand jury Judge 
Brand made a special] charge touching 
the cases. Referring to that feature 
for investigation the judge said: 


Judge Brand Calis for Inquiry. 


“T now desire especially to call your 
attention to a matter of public inter- 
est. which has been the theme of dis- 
cussion by the people for some time. 

“In May I was requested to come to 
Monroe and hold a special term of 
court to receive pleas of guilty from 
two prisoners, who were then in jail. 
They were Will R. Hunt and Alvie 
Evans, and had been indicted at the 
February term of court for perjury. I 
came and had the prisoners broughce 
before the court, when each expressed’ 
a desire to enter pleas of guilty and 
to enter upon service. I askeq them 
if they knew what they were doing, 
and if they knew the effect of such 
plea, and they replied they did. They 
also said they had deliberately sworn 
a falsehood in the case of the State 
v. Thomason, and that they were 
hired to do so. Thereupon the court 
accepted their pleas and sentenced 
each to serve four years in the pen- 
itentiary. 

“At that time I was requested to 
call a special term of court for the 
purpose of investigating who suborn- 
ed ‘these defendants, so that they 
might go before the grang jury and 
testify before they entered upon their 
service as convicts. As no one was 
in jail, and no warrant had been 
sworn out for any person for sub- 
orning these prisoners, and the people 
were busy in their crops, I declined to 
put the county to the trouble and 
expense of then calling the grand jury 
together, but I then let it be known 
that if I lived I would have these 
convicts at court at this term. In 
July I wrote Governor Brown for an 
order allowin= these convicts to be 
brought here to testify before the 
grand jury at this term. He promptly 
sent me the order: I mailed it to the

Whe the Iadicted Parties Are. 

Durden, against whom three indict- 


ments were returned. one for perjury 
and two for subornation of perjury, 
has long been one of the leading 
and widely known ecitizeng of this 
section. of the state. He is a successful 
merchant, his store being one of the 
largeet on the main street of Monroe. 
He is owner of a handsome estate 
and lives in ane of the most attract- 
inve, modernly equipped residences 
within the fashionable section of the 
city. He was a brother-in-law to Olin 
M. Thomason, he and Thomason hav- 
ing married sisters, and while the 
murder charge was hanging over 
Thomason’s head Burden was one of 
the active factors, in fact essayed a 
leading roll in the conduct and mange- 
ment of the defense Up to that time 
there had not been the slightest 
suspicion of any wrong doing by 
Durden, and of him only the most 
complimentary remarks were made 
when his name, his character and 
career were being discussed. 

Troy Thomason, indicted for subor- 
nation, of perjury, is a brother of 
Olin M. Thomason. and has always 
born a good name among those with 
whom he was wont to associate either 
in a business way or socially. 

Towler is the same Towler whio 
was indicted before for perjury in 
the Thomason murder case. It 830 
happened that the first true bil) against 
Towler was rather doubtful and was 
set aside and a new indictment was 
returned. On the grand jury. return- 
ing the first trug bjll against Towler 
was J. R. Stephens. There are two 
citizens of Walton bearing that name 
and {t was developed that J. R. Steph- 
ens who served on the February grand 
jury that found the true bill against 
Towler was not the Stephens drawn 
se Psa term of he court. 

Or that reason the old true bill 
onlay aside and the new one formu- 

The fact that the true bj 
cated had been found cake ace ie 
concealed, and within a short time the 
work of the grand jury was widely 
known. 

But the finding of the indictments 
did not create anything like a sensa- 
tlon, for they had been anticipated. 
Even the true bill against Durdeg pro- 
duced only that Suggestive shrug of 
the shoulders indicative of— 

“Oh, I told you so.”

“Having thus related a history of 


the matter up to the present, T now 
specially charge you to investigate 
the charges against the people who 
are said to have suborned these wit- 
nesses. The parties who hired or in- 
duced these men to swear falsely are 
guiltv of suboernation of perjury, and 
should be indicted bv your boacy, if 
vou have sufficient evidence before vou 
to authorize it. You can not indict 
on suspicion or without evidence. but 
vou should make a thorough. full and 
sifting investigation, and indict each 
and every person, whomsoever they 
mav be or whatever position in life 
they may occupy, who were In any 
manner connected with this charge, 
and do so without fear. favor. affec- 
tion, reward or the hope thereof. 
Self-Made Convicts Coached. 
Both Hunt and Evans are young 
men. Evans being about thirty vears 
of age. while Hunt ifs probably five 
vears older. Both have families and 
both are connected with some of the 
leading people of the county. While 
neither is an educated man, both have 
been accepted as men of probably 
more than ordinary intelligence. But 
Walton county could not produce a 
man willing to assert that either or 
both had manufactured the _ story 
they told on the witness stand. That 
meant that all Walton county be- 
lieved that there was a master mind 
in the background—that someone 
had made the recitals and that the 
self-made convicts had been trained, 
drilled and coachéd until they were 
able to carry the parts assigned them. 
Who was the author, the maker of 
that story the witnesses had told on 
thé witness stand—the story resulting 
in the acquittal of Thomason when 
tried for murder? And to answer 


Walker concentrated his energy. As- 
sistance was given him from many 
scources. Friends of Thomason dur- 
ing his trouble came to the aid of 
the solicitor and the work began with 
a true bill against Thomason charg- 
ing him with perjury—thete were 
two of these—and a third bill reciting 
subornation of perjury. 

But Thomason managed to disap- 
pear and at present the officials of 
alton are not advised as to his place 
of abode. , 

The true bills against Thomason 
éid not finish the chapter having to 
do with perjury. They appeared only 
to have whetted the appetite‘of the 
solicitor, and Others for more food 
of the same kind, and when court 
opened Monday last, with Judge Brand 
presiding, he called the attention of 
the grand jury to the stories current 


of a careful and thorough inquiry. 
With W. B. Barrett as its foreman 
that corps of investigators got husy 
right off, and before the court recessed 
Thursday a batch of tndictments for 
falée swearing and for Causing false 
swearing hed been surrénderad to 
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But later in the day the sensationa) 
trimmings developed. They came when 
it was openly announced that Mer- 
chant Durden was not at his place of 
business. Neither was he at his home. 
Neither could anyone suggest his lo- 
cation, nor would anyone attempt a 
word of advice looking to his where- 
abouts. At his home Mrs. Durden met 
all inquiries with a quiet: 

“No. Mr. Durden is not in just now. 
Expegt him? Why, when he comes in.” 

Thére was nothing of the nervous 
about her. Quietly and without a 
change of facial expression, she-listen- 
ed patiently to the queries and with 
that same calmness she answered, al- 
ways waiting for the departure of the 
information seeker. 

Could Have Made Any Reasonable 
Bend. 

Why Durden disappeared all Monroe 
is perplexed. He could have quickly 
made any bond that might have been 
asked and could have made it easily. 
No one has the slightest idea that he 
has gone far, while all Walton county 
is sure he will be found at his place 
of business when it syjts his conve- 
nience to appear. 

Towler was out under a fifteen hun- 
dred dollar bond on the old true bills, 
and that same bond will be quickly 
substituted when Sheriff Smith sends 
for Towler to come in. 

Troy Thomason will have no trouble 
in making the requisite bond when 
the sheriff takes him over. 

Just what the convicted, self-con- 
fessed perjurers related to the grand 
jury no done knows except the solic- 
itor. the members of the grand ury 
and the witnesses themselves, and of 
course none of these will repeat what 
was said and what was done in that 
grand jury room. 

But, as is always the case, the 
Krounds upon which the true Dills 
were based are openly discussed. 

The bills against Hunt and Bvans 
are based upon the fact that they 
swore on the murder trial that they 
saw the killing and that Thomason 
acted in self-defense, whereas it has 
been shown they were not in town. 
The bill against Troy Thomason, 
charging subornation, issaidto be due 
to the fact that he procured, or helped 
to. procure. the false swearing by 
Evans, Hunt, Towler and others, 

Durden, on the witness stand at the 
trial for murder, swore that Hunt end 
Evans were in conversation with him 
the day of the killing, thereby giving 
credence to the confessed pérjurers’ 
deciaration that they saw the. trouble 
in the barn and were eye-witnesses 
to the shooting. It wae that state- 
ment by Durdén undér oath at the 
murder trial that produced the indict- 
ment charging pétjuty. The two true 
bills alleging subornation are based 
upon the assertion that Durden  se- 
cured false swearing by witnesses 
touching the killing. ; 

And it’s upon these features follow- 
ing the acquittal of Thomason that 
the courts are now seeking to show a 
violation of the @tatutes bearing on 
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of the county must produce in court 
the parties named in the true bills. 
Thomason Sued by the Widow Bowen. 
It is Olin M. Thomason the officers 
aré especially anxious to secure, but at 
present it looks as though the anx- 
fety of the officers is sure to multiply 
materially before the fugitive, for 
fugitive he is, and has been “(for 
‘months, is apprehended. At the time 
of the life-taking, Thomason was 
eonnected with the Walton Trading 
Company, a successful business con- 
cern in Monroe. He was considered 
one of the best judges of live stock 
in that section, and the handling of 
horses and mules was his specialty. 
He owned thirty-seven shares of stock 
in the company, and a neat, substan- 
neys to appear before him in Athens, 
home being located next to that oi 
Bowen, whose life he took. After 
Thomason’'s acquittal, it became 
known that he contemplated leaving 


that section, but, in order to do so, he 
put his property on the market. Mrs. 
Bowen filed suit against Thomason for 
damages, placing the figures at $23,- 
380, retaining as her attorneys Jo- 
seph H. Felker and A. C. Stone. With 
the filing of the papers the attorneys 
asked Judge Brand for an order re- 
straining Thomason from disposing of 
his property. Judge Brand granted 34 
temporary order, directing the attor- 
neys appear before him in Athens, 
August 3, then coming. At the hear- 
ing the temporary injunction was dis- 
solved, no judgment against the de- 
fendant having been obtained. 

When the confederate veterans’ re- 
union opened in Memphis, Thomason 
went to that city. There he came in 
contact with acquaintances, to whom 
he exhibited a railroad ticket with 
Los Angeles, Cal., as its point of des- 
tination, saying that he had shaken 
the dust of Walton county from his 
feet forever and a day, and that he 
intended making his home on _ the 
Pacific slope hereafter. That story 
found its way back to Monroe. stiil 
another story came that an old ac- 
quaintance had entountered Thomason 
in Little Rock, ang that Thomason 
sald he was going to Texas to locate. 

Since that time nothing definite as 
to Thomason’s whereabouts has 
veloped, and the people of Walton are 
absolutely ignorant of Thomason’s 
present address. 

Thomason, like his victim, is a mar- 
ried man, and is the father of three 
or four children. He was wide-awake 
and progressive, and when not drink- 
ing, a desirable citizen in any 
cality. Before killing Bowen he had 
shown a partiality for firearms, but 
had never hurt anyone, Bowen having 
been his only human target. 

As has been stated, Bowen and 
Thomason lived in adjacent cottages, 
and up to a week before the _ killing 
had been warm, personal friends. The 
familtes exchanged courtesies, and at 
either home the next-door neighbor 
was ever a welcome guest. On the 
Saturday night previous to the killing 
Thomason entered the Bowen hallway 
to use the phone. A few days later 
Thomason borrowed a sack of oats 
from Bowen, and it seems that a re- 
qu * for the return of that sack be- 
came the incipiency of trouble be- 
tween the two men, the breaking of an 
almost life-long friendship. At least, 
that is the only grounda the citizens 
of Monroe who have Kept abreast with 
the case have been able to assign 
for the quarrel resulting in the life- 
taking by Thomason when he was 
under the influence of liquor.

* Probably:.a majority’ of cattie own- 
ers in the southern states: are no 
longer in doubt in regard, to the -dead- 
ly effects’ of the.common “cow tick" 
with which all are familiar. It has 
been “proven beyond any reasonable 
doubt that this tick is the carrier ‘of 
the parasite (or germ) that produces 


fever, splinetic fever, big gall, dis- 
temper, bloody murrain, red water and 
acclimation fever; but now more cor- 
the disease variously known as Texas 
fever. The simple proposition is that 
the disease that attacks Cattle and 
is called by one or the other of the 
above names is caused by the bite of 
cattle ticks. It is known that these 
ticks do not survive the intenser. win- 
ter cold of the states north of the s0- 
called quarantine Hine, which  corre- 
sponds quite closely to the line mark- 
ing the northern limit of the cotton- 
growing region. The disease, there- 
fore, might aptly be called ‘cotton 
fever”. were it not for the fact that 
this name has long been given to a 
disease that affects many farmers in 
the cotton states. It is true, how- 
ever, that there are still a number 
who are slow to believe or refuse to 
believe that a few of these minute (at 
first) insects on a cow will produce 
such deadly results. But it is. still 
more remarkable and regrettable that 
so few appreciate the importance of 
using eVery reasonable effort to get 
rid of the cattle ticks—to exterminate 
them from the face of the earth. The 
great majority gf southern cattle own- 
ers not only do not realize the seri- 
ous loss that falls on every individual: 
owner, but that they utterly fail to 
consider the immense aggregate ac- 
tual loss to the south which annually 
results from the presence of this per- 
nicious and- despicable insect, tc say 
rothing of the great possibilities of 
the cattle business that are hela in 
check by this obstacle to progress and 
development in that industry. 

It is well known that in the great 
northern stock yards beef cattle com- 
ing from the tick-infested south briny 
an average of from one-fourth to 
one-half cent per pound (live-weight) 
less than the quoted market price, 
notwithstanding they may in every 
other respect be fully equal to the 
best cattle offered for sale. This loss 
in market value is supposed to be not 
less than $1.50 per head, allowing an

I have used, for three years, the 
strongest brine galt and water. [I 
have soaked the corn (in the shuck) 
end repeated this a number of ‘times; 
this did no good. 

I have treated all my corn in the 
shuck, until the two times in barrels. 
Is it necessary -to shuck all the corn 
before treating it with bisulphide? 

I am gaing to take. the same crib 
and. line it inside before I put in the 
present crop of corn ,with.. sheet-iron 
roofing, and I will oeil the walls ail 
around andthe floor. I would like 
to make this crib as alr-tight as 
possible. 

I have had the weevils to eat up 
my cowpeas the same way. [I got 
some flour. barrels, and after I beat 
out the peas, put them in these bar- 
rels and treated them with the bisul- 
phite one time, and it has killed 
every insect. I now have on hand one 
barrel of these peas, and today they 
are full of weevils. 

I lost my corn like fury the pas: 
years, 1906 and 1907 crop. I have a 
real good crop of corn, and if I can 
save it from the weevils, it will last 
me two years. 

I don’t plant any cotton. If you re- 
member me, I. have told you I -was an 
old and disabled. confederate soldier, 
and I am only trying to raise some- 
thing that the ol4 wife and I can use, 
48 wéll as our horse. 

Answer: I think it pretty conclusive, 
from the details given, that the cause 
of your failure to destroy the weevils 
in your corn-in-the-shuck was the fact 
that ihe bin or room in which the corn 
wes stored was not “practically air- 
tight. When ftreating corn in the 
shuck it is doubly important that 
there be no cracks that will permit 
the vapor of the bisulphide to leak out 
before it has done the work intended.

GNATS AND HOUSE PAINTING. 
Mrs. 8. © S., Washington, Ga.,—lI 
write to ask if you can tell me the

MILK WILL NOT “CLABBER.” 

J. D. Sutton, LaGrange, N. (C.—I 
have a cow that has a calf about one 
month and two days old. Both seem 
to be in perfect health. [| started 
milking the cow about nine days ago. 
The milk seems to be al] right in 
every’ way except it won't turn to 
clabber. If you can give the cause of 
it not turning I would appreciate it 
very much. 

Answer—I think it quite probable 
that some undesirable especies of bac- 
teria has found lodgement either 
with the udder of your cow or about 
the place where she ‘spends the night, 
or in some stagnant water (marsh) or 
the vessels or room in which the 
milk is kept. Assume, first, that the 
fault is in the udder and milk three or 
four times a day and after each milk- 
ing inject into each teat one or two 
tablespoonfuls of a_ solution of 2 
drams of hyposulphite of soda in one 
pint of water. 
cow daily two drams of bi-sulphate of 
soda. If these remedies do not prove 
effective proceed to clean up every- 
thing about the milk most thoroughly, 
including all vessels and utensils used 
about the milk. Whitewash the stall 
with limewash mede with lime and 
water containing 5 per cent of carbolic 
acid. Finally, have ready some nice, 
turned milk. or clabber, from some 
neighbor who has no such trouble and 
put one-half pint of it into each gal- 
lon er go of the cow’s milk immedi- 
ately after straining it. 


HEAVES (“BROKEN WIND”). 
H. J. Head, Winsboro, Texas.-—I have 


a mare that acts like she has heaves. ! 


Will you please give me a cure? She 
coughs often, anqd gets her breath 
often and hard, and some say she has 
the heaves. Please give me a remedy. 
Answer—It ought to be generally 
understood that a confirmed case of 
heaves, or “broken wind,” is practical- 
ly incurable, although much may be 
done to alleviate the distressing symp- 
toms and to enable the affficted ani- 
mal! to do a fair amount of slow work, 
such as plowing. It is well, however, 
to be sure that an animal has that 
disorder( and then treat as directed 
hereinafter. Heaves is distinguished 
by difficult breathing, accompanied. by 
a cough. It is not inflammatory, and 
varies according to the season of the 
year, how the animal is fed and the 
work it has to do. The difficulty of 
breathing is caused by a nervous. con- 
traction of the hung tissue, which also 
causes the cough, and is itself sup- 
posed to be caused by some fixed 
derangement of either the stomach or 
the heart. In breathing, the air is 
easily drawn into the Jungs, but there 
seems to be a difficulty in expelling 
it, and it requires a double effort to 
do it, which is called “heaving.” The 
cough is pecullar. It is short-and sup- 
pressed, and seems to. follow the 
slightest exercise, even the act of 
drinking water will bring it on. 
Treatment: Feed so as not to over- 
digtend the stomach;.-allow a little hay 
to be eaten first, then.water, and then 
the oats. Feed regularly three times 
a day; and never give more than !2 
to 14 pounds of hay and |5 pounds of 
oats, for a large horse. Boiled flaxseed 
mixed- with a little bran at night will 
keep the bowels regular, besides be- 
ing very nutritious. Also a tonic as 
follows: Powder and mix 4 £ountes 
each of copperas and saltpeter and 2 
ounces of nuxvomica; divide into 24 
doses, and give one every night in a 
bran mash. After this quantity has 
been given, skip two or three weeks, 
and then repeat. One ounce of Fow- 
ler’s Solution of Arsenic given every 
night in @ small bran mash, when the 
dnimal is at work in the spring,’ is 
very good, and often enables the ani- 
mal to do @.g00d day's work which it

Treatment. Give a purge in_ the 
form of a drench of one pound of 
Glauber’s salts in one-half gallon of 
water. a restricted and laxative diet, 
and a wash of water slightly acidu- 
lated with sulphuric acid and rendered 
by earbolic acid. If obstinate 
give daily one ounce of sulphur and 20 
grains of nux vomica. If the acid 
lotion fails to relieve. a lotion of two 
drams of carbonate of potash and two 
grains of cyanide of potassium in one 
quart of water will sometimes benefit.
